When asked if Carroll’s family 
would be permitted to visit him, 
the Warden said visitors would be 
permitted on recommendation of 
the physician, but no visitors would 
be permitted to see Cafroll today. 

Trundled on Wheel Bed. 

Met at the train by a private 
ambulance, Carroll was hurried to 
the prison, passing within its gates 
at 5:51 o’clock. The freedom for 
which he had fought through legal 
channels to the highest court of 
the land at last was taken from 
him. 

Carroll did not open his eyes 
as he was placed on the wheel bed 
that had been trundled from the 
ambulance and placed in readiness 
on the station platform. His lips 
moved slightly as his wife descend- 
ed the car steps behind him and 
hent over ihm. She entered the 
ambulance to kiss him goodby.

One Paper Hopes German 
Aviation Can Reciprocate’ 
Compliment Soon. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, June 8, — Clarence 
Chamberlin’s flight to Berlin jg 
hailed by the Berlin Press, not only 
as an expression of American goog 
will, but as further evidence that 
American flyers are pioneers in 
technical progress and also mis- 
sionaries of humanity. 

“If national temperaments Vary 
in the methods of their expression, 
and BGerlin’s welcome is less im. 
petuous than tHat accorded Amer. 
ican aviators in other European 
capitals, it is nevertheless just as 
genuine and hearty,” says Ger. 
mania, which hopes that German 
aviation will be in a position to 
reciprocate Americas compliment 
to Germany at an early date. 

“The buzzing of American air. 
plane propellers is more inspiring 
music to human ears than hate 
inspired by politics,” says the Al!- 
gemeine Zeitung. “The uniform 
beat of Columbia's motors refiecteg 
the true gospel of international la. 
bor, through which alone the re.- 
demption of tormented mankind 
is possible.” 

The Tageblatt says: “If space is 
so easily bridged over, it is ex- 
pected that the barriers, which 
hitherto have been an obstacle to 
a complete understanding among 
nations, can also surely be broken 
down, The ethereal bridge travers. 
ed by Columbia thu is certain to 
become a span of ace between 
nations.” f 

This achievement is to be ap- 
praised far beyond its significance 
as a sporting event, continues the 
Tageblatt, laying stress on its prac- 
tical economic value, which robs 
the miles of ocean separating the 
United States from Germany of 
their terror and inccnvenience. 

The Columbia’s flight and the 
presence of Chamberlin in Berlin 
is the only topic of conversation 
in the subways, tramcars, busses 
and hotel lobbies. It Is not only 
the daring which appeals to pop- 
ular imagination in Berlin, but 
there is much speculation with re- 
spect to the future of aviation.

BLUEPRINT THEFT 


Express Office Leads to 
an Arrest and Plea of 
Guilty. 


Accidental breaking of a pack- 
age in the St. Louis office of the 


American Express Co., last Janu- 
ary, led to the discovery that ap- 
proximately 1000 confidential blue- 
prints had been stolen from the 
files of the Remington Arms Co., 
at Bridgeport, Conn., and shipped 
to Alton, it was learned today. 

The man who admitted taking 
the prints and the man to whom 
they were consigned were employes 
of the Western Cartridge Co. at 
East Alton. In sworn statements 
made after the theft was discov- 
ered, however, both declared offi- 
cers of the Western Cartridge Co., 
knew nothing of the removal of 
the records, and that the cartridge 
company gained no advantage 
from them. 4 

The package which disclosed the 
thefts, contained 277 of the 1000 
prints taken. It was accidentally 
broken in handling and its ad- 
dresses were lost. The name of the 
Remington Arms Co. was on the 
prints and the company was noti- 
fied. 

Origin of Package Traced. 

Later, the express company 
found they had been consigned to 
John A. Dickerman, then chief in- 
spector of the Western Cartridge 
Co., who had been until May, 1926, 
chief engineer of the Remington 
Arms Co. They had been shipped 
to him by Charles H. Stegeman, 
who resigned as chief process en- 
gineer of the Remington Company 
on Dec. 31 and went to work as 
an engineer in the brass-novelty 
section of the East Alton concern. 
Both since~have left their employ- 
ment at Alton. 

Two weeks ago Stegeman pleaded 
guilty in Bridgeport of embezzle- 
ment of the records and got a sus- 
pended sentence of three months 
in jail. In a statement to police 
he declared that he took the rec- 
ords “for reference” and asserted 
that the Western Cartridge Co. nad 
no knowledge of his act. He also 
said under oath that no tracings 
were made from the drawings be- 
fore they were bundled up and 
shipped back to the Remington 
Arms Co. by Dickerman. 

Officers of the Western Cartridge 
Co. disclaimed knowledge of the 
shipment Stegeman, who ex- 
plained that he consigned the blue 
prints to Dickerman because he ex- 
pected to make his home in Dick- 
erman’s residence in Alton. 

The blueprints included 635 tool 
drawings, 78 cartridge drawings, 
140 bullet drawings and smaller 
quantities of miscellaneous

“How do you plead, guilty or not 
guilty?” 

“Guilty, your honor.” 

“How did you come to commit 
this crime?” 

“I didn’t do it, your honor.”

Mrs. Boultes and her son corrob- 
orated _ this. 

The jury, after deliberating a few 
minutes, acquitted Meder.

Jones,

Last week in discussing the 
great difficulties for an American 


bred player of British seaside golf, 
and likewise in extolling the 
charm of playing overseas, I had 
constantly before my mind the Old 
Course at St. Andrews.

About 100 invited guests saw 
yesterday's display. Following to- 
day’s showing, the books were 
packed for return to New York, 
where the greater part of the coql- 
lection hag remained while the se- 
lected volumes have been exhibit- 
ed in Kansas City, and at the Unil- 
versities of Missouri, Kansas and 
Oklahoma recently. 

Dr. Vollbehr brought hig collec- 


tion of 3000 volumes to this coun- 
try a year ago, primarily for the 
Eucharistic Congress in Chicago.

All Perfect Incunabula. 

Dr. Vollbehr’s treasurer are not 
merely old books, they aye incuna- 
bula.

1450, and it was completed five 


years later.

Books Exhibited Here. 

Among the books shown here 
were several with miniature paint- 
ed by foremost artists of the fif- 
teenth century.

Another, a service of the 
dead, the Officium Mortuorum, has 
many fine paintings of Bible char- 
acters.

GENEVA, Switserland, June 3.— 
Amerigo Dumini, implicated in the 
Fascist murder of the socialist dep- 
uty, Matteoti, died a few days ago 
in jail in Viterbo, according to ad- 
vices just received here. 

Dumini was once a prominent 
Fascist of unusual courage. Im- 
blicated in the murder of the Bo- 
Cialist Deputy Matteotti, he was 
given a mock trial and sentence4 
to a@ month of imprisonment. Last 
fall’ he threatened to disclose the 
real facts of the murder unless 
Premier Mussolini paid him 1,000,- 
000 liras, ($55,000) according to 
those claiming to have inside 
knowledge of the incident, and was 
sentenced to five years of impris- 
onment on the charge of speaking 
against the Duce. 

. Dumini’s behavior in the Rome 
prison where he boasted he would 
escape, caused his removal to Vit- 
erbo. His death was kept as close 
a secret as the authorities could 
make it, but the fact became 
known. | 

Friends of Domitan Torrigian 
Past Grand Master of Italian ue 
sons, are extremely anxious about 
his fate since he was sent to a 
penal colony several weeks ago.

HE editorial policy of the China Weekly 

Review, edited by J. B. Fowell, a Mis-
